"In U.K. Dock Strike

LONDON, Oct. 29—(BUP)— 
Thousands of additional troops were 
put to work in Britain's strike- 
bound ports today following a warn- 
ing of Education Minister Ellen 
Wilkinson's that the strike’s effect 
on wheat imports might force bread 
rauioning. 

R. J. Hodges, northwest regional 
port director, revealed that ships 
capable of carrying 100,000 tons of | 
grain were being held up in Liver- 
pool, 

Troops in Merseyside began un- 
loading 41,000 tons of grain while 


6,000 soldier-stevadores were en- 
gaged similarly in the London 
docks. 


A decision by 3,500 dockers at 
Bristol and Avonmouth to return 
to work today left the majority of 
the strikers unshaken in their de 
termination to continue the five- 
week old strike. 

Strike leaders held 
daily meetings outside 
gates and attacked the Wilkjnson 
statement. Tom Powell, leader of 
the London strikers branded it the 
“outburst of hysterical women.” 

Government authorities reaffirm- 
ed their determination not to give 
way to the strikers, fearing any 
jeoncessions which might lead to a 
series of unofficial strikes in other

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It’s Not Democracy 

The reaction of the Canadian peopie 


against the proposal of the federal Govern- 
ment to increase the salaries” of members 
of the House of Commons by $2,000 a vear 
and to make this increase free of income 
tax has been severe. The severity of that 
reaction is more than justified. 

If members of the Commons are under- 
paid, as they may be, a straight salary 
raise at the appropriate time would be 
completely in order. But to exempt from 
income tax charges on this raise a group 
of men and women some of whom, of cab- 
inet rank, already enjoy a $2000 income 
tax exemption is to create a privileged class 
which offends the very principle behind the 
democratic tax structure. 

It is the height of inconsistency that a 
Parliament which pretends to be so des- 
perately in need of funds as to be unable to 
raise the exemptions on small-salaried Can- 
adians should be able to grant generous in- 
creases to its own members and to alienate 
the natural sympathy of those members 
for those laboring under income tax ini- 
quities by placing them beyond the pres- 
sure of income tax demands.

The first week of the Ninth Victory 
Loan campaign went well, better than the 
drive during the corresponding period of 
the last former loan, locally and the 
country over.

This 
no doubt because for the first time they 
have really been called on to show what 
they can do in the matter of saving—as 
well as because employment has _ been 
plentiful and pay higher on the average. 

More than 2,700,000 individuals bought 
bonds of the former war issues. There is 
a prospect that when this campaign js 
ended upwards of one in three of all the 
people in Canada will have bought these 
wartime securities—far more of course 
than one in three of the adult population. 
These back-logs of reserve funds are in- 
surance against future emergencies, and 
stored up capital for future investment.

True Democracy Triumphs 
As People of France Vote 


For Rebirth of the Nation

PARIS, Oct, 29—It has been a striking and encouraging 
experience—this brief stopover in France on my way to 


Germany. 

When | last was here @ year 
ago, France had just been liber- 
ated, The citizens rejoiced to be 
free again, But the French state 
was paralyzed. De Gaulle had re- 
turned in triumph. But in our 
state department and even at the 
White House there were mutter- 
ings that the general was up to 
no good,

there would be a bloody civil war 
in France, All this notwithstanding

The charter calls for the nation- 
alization of mines, electric power, 
big banks, insurance companies and 
abolition of trusts in fields left to 
private enterprise. It provides for 
planned economy by the state, de- 
velopment of co-operatives and 
participation of labor unions in 
management of industry. It lays 
down the right of every citizen to 
a job and to wages “assuring every 
worker security, dignity and the 
possibility of a really human life.” 

These are things which the vast 
masses in Britain, France and the 
rest of Western Europe now are 
demanding. No government 
which promises less can remain 
in power long. The old-fashioned 
capitalist democracy as we knew 
it before the war is dead. It is 
unlikely it ever will be revived 
in Europe. The United States 
alone will go on with it but our

OTTAWA, Oct. 28.— (CP) — 
Three German prisoners of war, 
charged with murdering a fellow 
Prisoner in an internment camp 
near Lethbridge, will appear in 
civil court at Medicine Hat, Nov.

The men, Adolf Kratz, Werner 
Schwalb and Johannes Wittinger, 
are charged with the murder of 
August Plasek, whose body was

jail, since being formally charged 
last Oct, 15. It marked the first 
time prisoners of war had _ been 
charged with murder in Canada. 

They were captured while serv- 
ing with Marshal Rommel’s Afrika 
Corps in North Africa and brought 
to Canada for internment,
